This building is situated in a predominantly mining and industrial 
district, so precautions had to be taken against possible future 
subsidence. The result is a rigid structure bearing on the ground 
at a limited number of points, with facilities provided for re- 
levelling the building by hydraulic jacks. The ground floor slab is 
not suspended as is the moving superstructure. 

To keep the load on the foundation beam as light as possible, 
Jonwindows Curtain Walling was chosen forthe external cladding.

Another difficulty is that the 4-storey teaching block is actually 
two buildings entirely separated by a 3” structural break and 
which could move either towards or away from each other in the 
event of subsidence. Curtain walling was even used at this break, 
a weathered sliding joint in pressed metal trims (a breather joint) 
being designed to allow for movement—and this joint had to be 
incorporated wherever the break line was crossed by the curtain 
walling; in fact it was required in blind boxes, cills, etc., as well, 
for they had been made firm fixtures to the hanging curtain. 

These are but two examples of the difficulties which had to be 
overcome in one particular job, but Jonwindows Curtain Walling 
has been developed through such work as this.

O much was said, and left unsaid, at the 
Manchester conference. It would be hard 
to find a single controversial aspect of urban 
renewal which would not warrant a paper of 
its own. Sir Keith Joseph, parliamentary 
secretary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, did well to define its 
separate aspects in the opening part of his 
paper, the official version of which is printed 
on another page and which he delivered to 
the conference on the second day of its debate. 
Because of their importance and financial 
attraction, city centre rebuilding is going on 
energetically enough, but it was the feeling 
of the conference that the legal and adminis- 
trative provisions at present applying do not 
allow architects to give of their best towards 
it. Architects would like the Minister to help 
them over this, as Max Fry said in his 
summing up. It was also rightly emphasized 
that good architects should control the design 
of all comprehensive schemes for urban 
renewal areas. 

Sir Keith Joseph’s assurance that green 
belts were in no danger and that those new 
ones, while under consideration, were treated 
from a planning point of view as though 
they had already been approved, welcome 
news as it is, must be viewed sceptically, 
because of the pressure to build on open 
land. It would be wishful thinking, if it was 
thought that the Government could, by just

being firm, contain overwhelming public 
pressure to build on new land. 

The “twilight” areas of cities, on the face 
of it, seem doomed to wait until slums are 
cleared, investors become interested and a 


heavily committed building industry is freer 


to cope with them. At the end of five years 
when a start is likely to be made on them, 
so it is said, will they be attractive enough 
places to risk investment in? Why is there 
such pressure to build in green belts? Because 
ordinary people want, and need, fresh air 
and open spaces for recreation of all kinds, 
after a cooped-up existence in the centre, 
breathing pollution, which many of them 
have to suffer. Clean air is a first pre- 
requisite to urban renewal in “twilight” areas 
and a start should be made now. The second 
great need is more research. Research into 
new ideas in dwellings; the demands of 
ordinary people for real, on-the-spot recrea- 
tion—green spaces, gardens, sports areas, 
swimming pools, whatever it may be; and 
the needs of office workers at work and at 
break time (will commerce always keep its 
slow-changing environment ”?). 

These are some of the questions which the 
Ministry’s research unit should be studying 
now, so that when the time comes investors 
will be glad to operate in the twilight areas, 
and the public find them right for living in 
after they are rebuilt.

A NEW HOTEL 

I asked a taxi driver to take me to a new hotel in 
Welbeck Street called The Londoner. “That's not 
new,” he said “it’s only a rehash.”

In six months’ working time 
the hotel has been completely remodelled and 
reconstructed, with 130 new bedrooms each with its 
own bathroom. The architect was Mr. Glen Rees and 
the general contractors were Bovis. I saw the public 
rooms and some of the bedrooms, and thought those 
concerned had done a very good job. The bathrooms 
are particularly good, having well-designed fittings, 
including a single hot and cold tap to the basin and a 
hand shower to the bath.

HENRY RUSSELL HITCHCOCK

NEWS FROM THE R.LC.S. 

In the past one has heard very little about the pro- 
fessional goings on of the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors. Now they have a news service which keeps 
me, and a great many others, informed about everything 
from the number of members (15,174) to the fact that 
they are as worried about their own professional training 
as architects are, and possibly rather further behind with 
it. The R.LC.S. has many sections and I only recently 
discovered that it includes hydrographers among its 
ranks. Four chartered surveyors were returned to 
Parliament at the last election and three sit in the House 
of Lords. The architects’ score is nil and two, with one 
retired fellow.

REBUILDING EUSTON STATION 


| suggested on May 25 that the proposed pulling down 
of the great hall at Euston Station might be the result 
of an engineers’ plot. It is nothing of the kind, but the 
outcome of a great deal of work by the architect's 
department of the Midland region of British railways. 
Having seen the chaotic plan of the station as it now 
is, | am fully confirmed in my view that preservation 
of the great hall would prevent any satisfactory re- 
planning of the station. 

A most exciting scheme has been prepared by the 
chief architect, Mr. W. R. Headley, but unfortunately 
it cannot yet be published. The plan incorporates some 
revolutionary ideas and its completion would, in my

opinion, more than compensate for the loss of the great 
hall. We have heard a great deal about the moderniza- 
tion of the railways and have seen with pleasure the 
many improvements that have been made. A vast 
amount remains to be done and the enthusiasm and 
energy is there to do it. It is most unfortunate, there- 
fore, that the whole great plan should be placed in 
jeopardy by a Government policy of turning the financial 
tap on and off at frequent intervals. The Governments 
has, I believe, at last realized that this type of treatment 
is crippling the building industry. It should realize that 
it is having the same effect on the railways. 

The electrification of the Manchester to London line 
is due for completion, I believe, in 1965. If Euston is 
to be ready too, work should start this autumn. At 
present there seems to be little chance of this happening. 

Although many large station reconstruction schemes 
are held up for lack of money, railway architects are 
pushing on with many minor ones. One of the most 
interesting is the rebuilding of all the stations on the 
Euston-Manchester line. These stations have an alu- 
minium structure and are largely prefabricated. They 
can be erected very quickly and, being standardized, 
will give the whole line a cohesion of design not seen 
since the railways were first built. Some of these sta- 
tions have already been completed and several more 
are under construction. The public should be told of 
all this work. We hear quite a lot about new loco- 
motives, but very little about the work of the architects’ 
departments. Those not in the railway service will 
remember the days of building restrictions and will 
sympathize with the railway architects in their frustra- 
tion. 

The A. & B.N. recently had two issues devoted to 
railway architecture. What is needed now is a really 
good exhibition to show not only what the railways 
are doing in all departments, but also what their archi- 
tects would like to do 


HURRAH FOR ST. BARTLET’S

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Manchester Conference Impressions 


This short note will be followed next week by a report of the discussion 


O conference of architects could have had a better 

send-off in the national press, nor a wider subject for 
discussion in “rebuilding our cities”, than the conference 
just ended in Manchester. 

The first day’s inaugural address* by the R.I.B.A.’s newly 
honoured president, Basil Spence, descended like the first 
crack of thunder in a summer's storm after the human 
and appropriately phrased speech of welcome by Man 
chester’s Lord Mayor, Alderman Arthur Donovan. Hubert 
Bennett, chief architect, L.C.C., Hugh Wilson, chief archi 
tect, Cumbernauld new town, and Arthur Ling, Coventry 
city architect. who had all written first-class papers dis 
tributed before the conference, then gave summaries 


° > * 


Hubert Bennett, despaired at London’s lack of a fixed 
road plan, said we needed a planned scheme for car park 
ing over the whole of London to get cars off the roads in 
the centre for traffic to flow again. In slides, he followed 
with a masterly, but time consuming, survey of L.C.C. pro 
gress, from which you might have thought all was well with 
urban renewal in that quarter. 

Hugh Wilson, whose paper was about smaller towns, 
also showed slides, including some fine views of Cumber 
nauld’s undulating landscape and the very interesting 
buildings taking shape there. He, too, dwelt on the traffic 
problem and suggested that car manufacturers might show 
their sense of responsibility by setting aside money for 
research about the motor car and its use. 

Arthur Ling, speaking about the legal, administrative and 
financial difficulties besetting the path of peace-time 
development, wanted land to be publicly owned and leased 
out to developers because it was essential to have compre 
hensive ownership for real comprehensive redevelopment ; 
local authorities had powers but no money, developers had 
money but no powers. He also said there were not enough 
architects coming out of the schools who could see beyond 
the party walls and site boundaries, and 35 county 
boroughs still had no chief architect in charge of an inde 
pendent department. There was need, too, among smaller 
authorities for joint consultant architects. Mr. Ling’s final 
suggestions were the setting up of: (1) An urban renewal 
cabinet to bring together all the policy makers distributed 
among government departments. (2) An urban renewal 
advisory committee to bring together all other contributors 
to urban renewal, (3) A government urban renewal develop 
ment team to study and get ahead on the problems facing 
local authorities 


> * * 


After lunch, a study group met to decide, in the light of 
the morning's discussion, next day’s questions to Sir Keith 
Joseph and a panel of non-architect experts (Dr. A. H 
Marshall, city treasurer, Coventry; W. C. Webb, deputy 
chief valuer, L.C.C.; Dr. Williams, reader and senior 
lecturer in traffic engineering, Leeds university) The 
debate was interrupted to catch buses for the conference 
garden party at Heaton House, but more than enough ideas 
were put forward to frame these questions for the panel 
to answer 

Did the panel agree with the sense of urgency felt by the 
conference because piecemeal development continuing to 
an out-of-date pattern for 5 to 10 more years would make 
it impossible to change basic town plans? Did the panel 
favour an Urban Renewal Act or an Urban Renewal 
Advisory Committee? How could single ownership or 
control of very large areas of land, considered to be neces 
sary for urban renewal, be achieved and the pattern of 
compensation and betterment be solved? Did the panel 
think that the Ministry of Transfort was lagging behind 
in road planning and how did it consider road planning 
* see facing page 


could best be achieved? It had been said Green Belts were 
finished unless action were taken to relieve pressure on 
them by a continuous policy of building new towns and 
rebuilding old ones. What were the panel's views? How 
could the older industrial towns, not attracting develop- 
ment, be given government assistance energetically? (The 
conference felt strongly they should not be left to rot). 
How could private developer and public authority interests 
be fused in a partnership to secure comprehensive 
redevelopment on a sufficiently large scale?

Friday's session began with an excellent paper by Sir 
Keith Joseph, parliamentary secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, and was followed by the 
panel. This second part of the programme was not the 
success it might have been had speakers, Sir Keith apart, 
been more direct in their replies instead of tending to talk 
round the questions. Briefly, Sir Keith thought there was 
plenty for all to do with the law as it stood. Mr. Marshall 
favoured public ownership of land which would, he said, 
solve that problem for all time. The difficult period for 
developers. when old buildings were coming down and 
new ones going up, could be got over by an authority 
charging peppercorn rents over the period. An authority 
could do this provided the Ministry of Housing agreed 
to it in the circumstances. Sir Keith said there was no 
grounds for fears that the green belt policy was being 
weakened in any way. It was in no danger. Furthermore, 
areas proposed for green belt, once deposited with the 
Minister were treated for all planning purposes as if they 
were approved 

After a coffee break, Sir Thomas Bennett summed up 
the proceedings (as usual without referring to a single note), 
comments were made from the floor and Max Fry rounded 
off the conference with some timely remarks, and thanked 
Bill Allan, the R.IL.B.A. conference committee chairman, 
and Mr. Williams, the conference clerk, for their behind 
the-scenes work.

There is no question about the success of this conference 
From a public relations point of view that has been 
resounding. And following the pattern of recent years 
there is much—perhaps too much-—-to go back to the 
various R.1.B.A. committees for digestion and action 

Ten years ago there would have been an uproar, if time 
was not met promptly for the conference garden party. 
and constant fears about the weather pervaded the pro- 
ceedings. All this has gone, the mood has changed. Your 
scribe felt this was a “twilight” conference. But apparently 
unlike those twilight areas of old towns more than ripe 
for renewal. The conference dinner and civic reception 
both excellent occasions this year—should stay. But must 
there be an out-dated garden party, which can never match 
the period piece? Would our grandparents have queued, 
listened to indifferent but conscientious brass bands? And 
there isthe weather—remember Canterbury- 

It is rumoured that the Coventry conference in 1962 will 
have another day added for further discussion. This 
sounds sensible. The conference could be split up into 
study groups, members taking part in the study they were 
knowledgeable in or interested to hear about. Another idea 
was suggested to me by Bill Howell. Why not reverse the 
order of things. Follow the example of C.I.A.M. on the 
work months before the conference and then use the 
occassion for exhibiting it, discussion, conclusions, etc. 
Preferably some pure research would be needed well before 
hand which could be put on show at the conference. You 
might get the schools, ministries, big authorities taking part. 
For example, motor manufacturers might have sponsored, 
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Basil Spence Attacks 
Land Speculators 


ASIL SPENCE, k.a., the president, opening the R.I.B.A. 
Conference in Manchester on Thursday, declared that 
speculators were cornering the limited supply of building 
land in Britain and holding the community up to ransom. 
“Our precious land, so beautiful and so small, has become 
a Casino for the speculators, who are now clamouring to 
build in the green belts that surround our cities—less, one 
suspects, because they really want to solve the housing 
problem, than because there is a fortune to be made if 
the Minister of Housing and Local Government can be 
persuaded (and | hope he never will be) to relax his 
defences.” 


Held to Ransom 


“ Like the profiteers who corner the bread supply in a 
besieged city, the speculators are cornering the limited 
supply of building land in town and country and holding 
the community up to ransom. 

“The money that should be going into better architecture 
and higher standards is being taken by people who have 
contributed nothing to the building process. This has 
grown to the dimensions of a public scandal, and threatens 
to make good planning and city reconstruction prohibitively 
expensive. 

“Ll sympathize with builders who find it increasingly 
difficult to build, but we must harness their skill and re- 
sources to the building of new towns and the renewal of old 
ones, and prevent the continued outward sprawl over the 
countryside.” 


Jekyll-and-Hyde Appearance 


Mr. Spence said Britain bore a Jekyll-and-Hyde 
appearance. Our historic and architectural treasures were 
witnesses to our ability to create towns and cities as 
beautiful as any in the civilized world—Bath, Edinburgh, 
York, Chester, the Georgian terraces, and our finest parks. 
But the greater parts of our towns and cities were “grim 
deserts of bricks and mortar, great areas of dereliction and 
suptopian wastes of semi-detached houses and bungaloid 
growths left by the industrialists of the 19th century, and 
the ‘spec’ builders of the 20th. 

“The problem of rebuilding the cities bristled with difficul- 
ties.” said Mr. Spence, “new powers and new sources of 
money were needed. Architects should raise their own 
standard of proficiency and some of our greatest talents 
should be applied to the task. If the nation decided the job 
could be done, the architectural and other professions could 
do it. If the opportunity to rebuild was not taken, however, 
it would not recur in our time.”

if asked, research into the motor car, as someone suggested ; |

“No Weakening’ 
on Green Belts 


S'® KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, said that 
any idea that the government's policy on green belts was 


weakening was “absolutely groundless”. Green belts only 
became established as such when they were approved by 
the minister, and no pressure would cause him to change 
his policy. 


Slums will be No More 


Sir Keith continued that in the foreseeable future the 
slums would be no more. Then resources would become 
available to deal with the “twilight areas” of towns and 
cities. 

The revitalizing of these areas would be an enormous 
undertaking and would take a long time. “We shall have 
to grind away at the job, dealing with the worst parts first, 
pulling down and rebuilding as opportunity offers, and 
gradually erecting a new environment in the twentieth 
century pattern.” 


Great Opportunities 


The task, said Sir Keith, was so great that it would call 
for the combined efforts of public and private authorities 
on the widest possible scale. “The opportunities will be 
very great” he went on. “These ‘twilight areas’ are re- 
latively central; they can be rebuilt with privacy and 
urbanity ; they will, in the more attractive parts, tap new 
and higher income levels. As landlords find the demand 


for the worst houses falling, they will be faced with 


continued overleaf 
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vacancies. Either they will have to redevelop or sell to 
those who will. 

“Is it too much to suppose that developers will be forth 
coming who will buy as vacancies begin to occur, hold ! 
a time meanwhile concentrating vacancies by means 
transfers until they have a sufficient number of empty pro 
perties to make a satisfactory redevelopment unit? Once 
the process has started it can continue as other properties 
are emptied and families move to the new accommodation 


Housing Progress 


Earlier Sir Keith surveyed progress in house-building 
slum clearance and house-improvement. He said: “In 1950 
the total housing stock in England and Wales was about 
12 million dwellings, of which five million (or about 42 per 
cent) were modern in the sense that they had been built 
since 1919. Of the seven million -pre-1919 houses not less 
than 900,000 were slums. 

“By today our stock has grown to 14 million dwellings, of 
which 74 million (or about 54 per cent) are modern, while 
the number of known sluums has been reduced to 650,000 
Since the campaign to get rid of the slums was renewed 
at the beginning of 1956, well over 200,000 slums have been 
demolished or cleared. 

“By 1965 we hope that the total number of dwellings w 
have grown to over 15 million, of which over 8 ‘ 
will be modern (about 57 per cent), and that we shal! hay 
got rid of another 250,000 slums. 

“In addition to slum clearance, an increasing amount } 
been and is being done to modernize and improve 
dwellings. This year it looks as though over 100,00% 
them will be modernized with the taxpayers’ help. We 
want to raise this to at least double. The rate is already 
three times as high as it was in 1958 and the monthly trend 
is still upward. There are probably three million 
structurally sound dwellings that are worth moderni: 
so that even if improvements can be raised and kept 
200,000 a year, the whole job will take at least 15 years 1 
do.” 

Asking whether still more could be done, Sir Keith dis 
cussed the demands on the construction industry, and said 
it was a question of priorities and balance between need: 


Call for Better Design 


He hoped that the quality of the design and landscap 
of privately-built houses would improve. He noted t! 
number of households was increasing all the time and 
marked that the demand for dwellings would increase 
the future. Sir Keith continued: 

“We must aim to secure that our housing output wil! kee; 
pace with these various needs so that all the time a large 
proportion of our increasing population will be rehoused 
in good modern homes, while each year the number of 
unhealthy, insanitary and over-crowded houses becomes 
less. 

“Added to this, we must push on vigorously with the 
modernizing and improvement of suitable older houses 
We must do this because we cannot afford not to. There 
are, as | have mentioned, some three million or so dwelling 
that need modernizing. Most of these dwellings will be 
with us for many years to come. We simply could not fa 
knocking down and replacing them within the foreseeable 
future. We must give these houses a new lease of 
bringing them up to modern standards; this is the or 
way of providing better living conditions for the present 
occupants within their life-time.” 

Sir Keith also considered the redevelopment of city 
centres. Among the topics he discussed were comp 
hensive development, traffic problems, “face-lifting 
selected areas, and housing in city centres to prevent their 
“dying overnight when the office workers go home” 

All this, he said, was a challenge to the architect

More Work for Private Architects 


The R.I.B.A. announces that value of new work com- 
missioned of private architects in the first quarter of 1960 
reached a new high level, being one-third greater than in 
both the previous quarter and the corresponding quarter of 
1959. This seems to confirm the earlier indication of a 
seasonal influence in the flow of new work with a peak 
coming in the first quarter of the year. To what extent 
there will be a fall in new commissions in the second 
quarter of the year—or a cancellation or postponement 
of work also in the pipeline—-as a result of the Government 
measures in April to tighten credit remains to be seen 

The information about new commissions has been ob 
tained from a quarterly survey of a sample of all private 
architectural practices run by members of the R.I.B.A. (for 
further details see the Journal of October 1959, page 414)

Table | above gives the results of the first quarter 1960 
compared with the four quarters of 1959. 

Commissions for new buildings for public authorities 
showed the biggest proportionate increase, being twice the 
level of a year earlier. The value of new hospital building 
commissioned in the first quarter of 1960 was four times 
the level in the first quarter of 1959, reflecting the impetus 
that has been given in recent months by the Government 
to the hospitals building programme. 

New commissions for educational buildings were more 
than twice the level in the first quarter of 1959 while those 
for other buildings for local authorities also showed a 
substantial increase. 

Work for private owners and developers came in al a 
rather more modest rate, with an increase of 17 per cent 
compared with a year earlier. Commissions for offices and 
banks showed a drop compared with the previous quarter 
to about the same level in the first quarter of 1959, while 
those for other commercial buildings were 23 per cent less 
than a year earlier. Industrial buildings did not show any 
marked change, new commissions remaining at about the 
same level as in the previous quarter although 17 per cent 
greater than a year earlier. Private housing, on the other 
hand, continued to show an increase, being nearly half as 
much again as in the previous quarter and 40 per cent 
greater than a year earlier. 

The number of private practices now approaches 3,100, 
a 4 per cent increase over the number in practice in the 
middle of 1958. Architectural staff employed in them 
totalled more than 15,000, also an increase of 4 per cent 
The R.I.B.A. Appointments Department has on its books 
vacancies for more than 300 assistants for private practices 
in London and the surrounding counties. There is thus a 
limited capacity at present for the quick expansion of 
architects’ offices to meet the substantial increase in demand 
for new buildings that has taken place in recent months 
This will tend to act asa brake on the progress of the work 
through the design stage, and thus to regulate to more 
moderate proportions the increase in the flow of work from 
the architect to the contractor,

Fewer Names on Register? 


There may be fewer names on the Register of Architects 
next year, for the Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom has decided to enforce Section 11 of the 
principal Act. Under this section the registrar may, for 
the purpose of maintaining the register, require in writing 
whether a registered architect has changed his regular 
business address. If no answer is received within six 
months a further notice is sent by registered post, and if 
after a further three months there is no reply the architect 
may be removed from the register. This course has been 
adopted because a number of architects have not notified 
the registrar of their change of business address. 

At the end of last year, according to the annual repert, 
there were 19,183 names on the register—196 more than at 
the end of 1958. The number admitted on qualification by 
examination was 845 ; and 119 architects who had resigned 
or been removed from the register for failure to pay reten- 
tion fees in due time were restored. 

There were five prosecutions, under the Architects’ Regis- 
tration Act, of persons not qualified representing themselves 
as architects. 

During the year the Professional Purpose Committee 
dealt with a number of topics including fees for negotiating 
sale of land or buildings; exhibition of selected architec- 
tural work ; architects’ advertisements in the Press offering, 
on behalf of clients, building sites for sale ; advertising on 


New Town Centre for Bognor 


NEW town centre is arising at Queensway, near the sea 

front at Bognor Regis. Planned on about four acres of 
land, bounded by the High Street to the south and Crescent 
Road to the north, it includes a 135ft, 15-storey block of 
flats—the first tall building in the area and the highest in 
West Sussex—29 shops, a department store and a super- 
market. 

Six of the blocks have been confined to three or four 
storeys to provide a compact foil to the high building 
The scheme is estimated to cost over £750,000 and ts 
expected to be finished by June, 1961. It is a joint venture 
of the Bernard Sunley Investment Trust and the E. Alec 
Coleman Group. Architects are Donald Harwin and 
Partners, of London. 

The development is designed to make the maximum 
use of the available space and to avoid further sprawl in 
the area. Unveiling the foundation stone recentiy, the 
Duke of Richmond and Gordon described it as “a 
thrilling design for modern living”, and it was also 
welcomed by Councillor F. E. Phillips, chairman of Bognor 
Regis Urban District Council. 

Though the scheme has been called “a new town within a 
town”, however, it appears to fall rather short of new-town 
planning, in that the shopping area has not been set aside 
for pedestrians only. Indeed, the road has been sited, it is 
said, to relieve congestion in the heart of the town, so will 
presumably carry a fair amount of traffic, especially at 
week-ends and during the holiday season. It seems a fine 
opportunity has been missed here. 

Bognor is soon to be more extensively developed on 
modern lines and the Queensway scheme is intended to fit 
into this pattern. Interesting features of the design are 
that the traditional Sussex material, flint, has been used for 
infill panels under the windows, and that, by means of a 
saw-tooth arrangement, all the private balconies in the 15 
storey block and the neighbouring three-storey block pro 
vide a view of the sea. 

All buildings have been piled to a depth of about 30ft 
below ground level where blue clay begins. The tall block 
has a reinforced concrete frame and reinforced concrete 
cross walls to provide a wind brace. The cladding of the 
blocks is basically cavity brickwork and the facings are 
Leicester straw rustics. 

The site was formerly occupied by a terrace of six late- 
Georgian houses in a large garden, built by Richard 
Hotham, a Southwark hatter, who established the resort. 
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I.T.V.; the formation of limited liability companies by archi- 
tects; and the problems arising from architects reporting 
on the work of other architects. 


Theatre in Office Block 


A new Royalty Theatre in the Kingsway, London (see 
picture next page), was opened on Tuesday by Dame Edith 
Evans. Incorporated in an office block being constructed 
on the site of the old Stoll Theatre, it is designed to provide 
theatregoers with an intimate atmosphere (only 1,000 seats) 
and constantly changing programme—a new line being 
taken by Bernard Delfont in these television-conscious days. 
Technically the theatre provides the latest aids for the 
actor/producer. An adjustable proscenium, stage revolves, 
an orchestra pit which can be raised to form a Shake- 
spearian-type forestage, and good acoustics. 

In design it is described as “combining the dignity of the 
Georgian theatre and the lushness of the Victorian theatre 
in present day terms”. This places it at the other end of 
the scale from Bernard Miles Mermaid Theatre (A. & B.N. 
24.6.59) with the Festival Hall in the middle. Architects 
Sidney Kaye and Edward Teetjen, of Lewis Solomon, Kaye 
and Partners, seem to have had trouble in interpreting the 
words “Victorian lushness”. A pity, for any amount of 
good detailing and expensive finishes are lost in an over- 
complicated interior decor.

Law and Administration 


Any planning application to a local planning aut! 
for permission to erect an industrial building 
5,000 sq ft must be accompanied by an industrial deve 
ment certificate. The way in which this procedure 
worked in the past has revealed some unsatisfactory feature 
and the Local Employment Act, 1960, has therefore 
some important changes in the law. 

These changes which are of first importance to al 
tects and builders concerned with any form of indust 
building are mentioned and discussed in Circular 
published by the Ministry of Housing and Local Gover 
ment. The Annex to the Circular sets out some usefu 
detailed notes upon the changes. which are now operative 
One of the changes effected by the new Act was discussex 
in these columns recently (see A. & B.N. of May 18, 196 

The definition of an industrial building has hithert: 
“a building used or designed or suitable for use f 
carrying on of any industrial process”. The use 
word “suitable” has, of course, had the effect t 
many Occasions, a certificate has been required 
building not designed or intended to be used for indust: 
processes, merely because it was “suitable” for such 
cess. As a result much time and effort has been wast 
The word “suitable” is therefore now dropped fror 
definition. 
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However, it is clearly desirable to provide against a 
building being put up for commercial purposes and because 
it is also suitable for an industrial purpose, later being 
taken into industrial use. Such a course would provide 
an escape from the control. This has, in any event, been 
true in the past because a certificate was only needed, as 
will be noted from the definition, for the “erection” of 
an industrial building. 

Both these points are met by a new provision in the 
1960 Act which now requires a certificate to be provided 
when application is made to a local planning authority to 
change the use of a building from a non-industrial building 
to that of an industrial building. This need for a certificate 
does not arise where the use of a building is changed merely 
from one industrial use to another industrial use. It does 
not, of course, follow that such a change can be made 
without the grant of planning permission which continues 
to be decided in the normal way. 

Sometimes it happens that a building is erected without 
planning consent, or in future it may be that a change to 
industrial use may take place without the grant of per 
mission, though in both cases consent was required. If 
thereafter it is desired to apply for retrospective permission 
the local planning authority, and the Minister have power 
to make such a grant by reason of their powers under 
Section 18 of the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947 
It has, unfortunately, never been entirely clear if, in such 
a case, an industrial development certificate was a prior 
requirement. It is now expressly provided that a certificate 
in these cases is not needed. 

Nevertheless, the Board of Trade is naturally just as con 
cerned in that kind of case as in any other involving indus 
trial development. So the Ministry understandingly pro 
pose to amend the General Development Order, 1950, so 
as to require planning authorities to consult the Board of 
Trade about these retrospective applications before coming 
to a decision on them. In the meantime, the Ministry ask 


local authorities to consult the Board of Trade on such 
occasions without waiting for the official amendment 
Finally another change closes another minor loophole 


If an industrial building was Jess than 5,000 sq ft no certifi 
cate was required. So if several industrial buildings were 
erected on the same plot of land or as part of the same 
organization then still no certificate was needed although 
there had come into being an industrial unit of considerable 
size. in future, a certificate will be required if a proposed 
industrial development, when carried out, will create a 
group of contiguous or adjacent buildings used as parts of 
a single undertaking together exceeding 5,000 sq ft. In 
reaching that total however: 

(i) Any previous development executed or permitted 
since April 1, 1960, for which a certificate has been issued, or 

(ii) any development carried out or sanctioned before 
the certificate just mentioned was issued, is to be ignored. 

The Board of Trade have indicated that these aspects of 
the new Act do not mark any change in their policy but 
are merely concerned with the technique of control. In 
particular they will continue to do what they can to 
encourage industry to go to such places as Town Develop 
ment areas bearing in mind that development districts, that

Between Tee and Green 


| & was one of those idyllic evenings of early summer with 
the sun still high in a blue sky and a warm breeze blowing 
from the south. John and Tony, playing their first game 
of golf this year, had halved the first hole in eight and were 
approaching the second green. John’s tee shot was in a 
bunker on the left, Tony’s third in the stream to the right. 

“I had lunch with a builder’s estimator today, Tony. I 
must say | learned something from him about estimating 
and tendering.” 

“I suppose he told you they always like four weeks to 
tender in. Four weeks to jot a few rates against items in 
the bill of quantities.” 

“I shouldn’t let a builder hear you say that, Tony. Time 
is as much the estimator’s problem as it is yours and mine.” 

“Yes but I can’t see why estimators need more than a 
couple of weeks at the most to price a bill. Hang it, they 
are pricing all the time and 80 per cent of items in bills these 
days appear in every bill.” 

“I am told contractors consider three weeks an absolute 
minimum for any job over about £15,000.” 

“But why?” 

“ Well, firstly a contractor of any size is never pricing 
just one bill at any time, he probably has three or four in 
the office all of which are wanted in a rush. Secondly, 
there is so much sub-letting of work by builders and so 
much specification of new materials these days that the 
contractor spends much of his time sending out inquiries 
to sub-traders and writing off for prices of new materials. 
More and more he has only nominal control of the pricing 
of the bill—for most of the prices he is waiting for some- 
body else. And, of course, estimating is not just straight 
pricing. When a bill arrives in the contractor’s office there 
is a few hours preliminary work on it before pricing 
begins.” 

“Such as?” 

“Well, first of all the average builder thumbs through the 
bill to see that it is complete, that all trades are there and 
that no page is missing. Then he probably begins a general 
perusal to assess the type of job and its value. He can do 
this in one or two ways—by abstracting the value of P.C. 
and Provisional Sums (they are usually something like 50 
per cent of the value of the job) and by working out an 
approximate foot cube or foot super figure from the in- 
formation given in the preliminaries. Eighth-scale drawings 
help him here if they are included with the tender 
document. He must also give careful consideration to the 
preliminaries before he begins pricing for they will tell him 
the scope of the contract, any special order of work, the 
form of contract which he will be required to sign, the date 
for possession (and possibly the date for completion), the 
amount of damages for non-completion, whether the con- 
tract is to be a fixed price one and any special conditions 
attaching to the particular job. 

“As you can imagine, one or two unusually onerous 
clauses in the prelims. can effect the cost of a job consider- 
ably. A normal ‘pumping’ clause, for instance, requires 
him to keep the site clear of rainwater. Some bills ask for 
the contractor to allow for pumping away ‘any water what- 
soever’. This is a very different proposition (and probably 
an unfair clause) but it is one which does appear and on a 
waterlogged site may run the contractor into a considerable 
expense. So you can see that only when he has read 
through the preliminaries and noted anything unusual can 
the estimator attack the measured work. 

“He begins this by marking in the bill all the work which 
he will sub-contract privately—pre-cast concrete, roof tiling, 
plastering and plumbing are common trades, but these days 
as you know, anything and even everything may be sub-let. 
The specifications and quantities for this work must be 
typed or photostat copied and inquiries sent out to interested 
sub-contractors and suppliers.” 

F 


“Does this mean that the contractor may send out three 
copies or more of the whole of the plastering and plumbing 
trades?” 

“Yes, although most contractors have their pet sub- 
traders who work exclusively for them and whom the con- 
tractor can trust to give competitive prices. To offset this 
saving of time, however, most bills have a sprinkling of 
peculiar items and specialist materials only obtainable from 
unheard-of manufacturers who have no catalogue. These 
must all be written to and probably chivvied by phone— 
in fact I am told that it is such people as these, and also 
indeed the well-known suppliers of specialist items, who give 
the estimator his worst headaches in tendering. The small 
firms seem too small and the large firms too busy to cope 
with inquiries from all over the country.” 

“And what happens if the builder just can’t get a price 
from one of the firms whose goods have been specified?” 

“He must assess one, based on similar materials and pre- 
vious experience.” 

The third at Rosedale Park is a short hole with a small 
green ringed by large bunkers.

“Something wrong with my putter tonight, John,” 
mumbled the architect as they made for the next tee.

Tony now sulked a little about his lack of form and it 
was not until John was helping him look for his sliced drive 
in the hedge alongside the fifth that he said: “I presume 
the estimator visits both the architect’s office and the site?” 

“Yes, usually he visits both before he begins pricing, but 
some estimators may wait until the pricing is complete 
particularly if the job is in an area the estimator knows and 
it is not necessary for him to inspect the type of ground in 
order to assess his excavation prices. A late visit, either to 
the architect or to the site, enables him to settle any queries 
in his pricing of the bill. On the site visit the estimator 
examines for snags, inspects any trial holes still open, notes 
the means of access and any possible peculiarities in watch- 
ing and lighting, protecting the public, unusual scaffolding, 
etc. Spot items, too, are priced on this visit. Oh, here it 
is. Anumber eight with your eyes closed might do it.” 

It did. Tony perked up immediately. “Tell me, John. 
What are on-costs and what is covered by overheads and 
profits. Or are they the same?” 

“I would call on-costs extra emoluments which the 
employer has an obligation to pay—insurance for national 
health and unemployment, public liability and employers’ 
liability insurances, holidays with pay contributions, pay- 
ments for guaranteed time, tool money and travelling time.” 

“What do all these mean?” 

“National health and unemployment insurance are paid 
part by employer and part by employee. The employer 
now pays eight and threepence a week and the employee 
nine and elevenpence—the same as you and I pay, incident- 
ally. Public liability and employers’ liability insurances are 
policies which the employer takes out with a private insur- 
ance company—they cost him ten shillings or more per 
hundred pounds of wages he pays out. Public liability 
insurance protects him from claims arising from personal 
injury or damage to property caused by him to parties who 
are not under a contract of employment with him—the 
scaffold clip on a pedestrian’s head for instance. Employers’ 
liability insurance protects him from claims arising from an 
employee injured by his negligence, or by the negligence of 
a fellow employee. These two insurances, by the way, are 
not compulsory unless stated in the Form of Contract, but 
most contractors take out these policies whether the contract 
asks them or not.

“Now for holidays with pav. Each employee in the 
industry has two cards—one for annual holidays and one 
for public holidays, and each week the employer sticks a 
stamp, value eight shillings, on the former and one valuc 
four shillings on the latter. The employee carries his cards 
with him from job to job and whoever he is working for 
on the pay day before his annual and public holidays mus! 
pay him the money due to him as indicated by the value of 
the stamps on the card. The employer, of course 
reimbursed from a central pool. Guaranteed time 
a guaranteed minimum wage, which means that 
through bad weather, non-arrival of materials, plant 
breakdown, etc., a man is unable to work, he must never 
be paid less than his due for a 36 hour week To 
money is an agreed sum paid to various craftsme! 
must provide their own tools and is intended to cover main 
tenance and losses. Carpenters and joiners get fourpence a 
day, plasterers twopence and so cn. Travelling time is 
somewhat complicated, but basically it involves the 
employer in paying each man one-third of his hourly rate 
for each mile that the site is situated beyond a ‘walking 
time’ boundary. These boundaries have been agreed 
locally. Alternatively, the employer may choose to trans 
port men by lorry or other means, in which case each man 
is paid at his hourly rate for the journey from the ‘walking 
time’ boundary to the site. Travelling time is paid according 
to the site of the job and not the man’s home, so it is 
possible for a man to live three miles outside a ‘walking 
time’ boundary but only three minutes walk from a site 
and be paid for an extra hour a day.” 

“Where does the contractor allow for bonus?” 

“Strictly, this need not be allowed for. If a bill is priced 
on what is a reasonable output for a man and a man 
exceeds this output, then the bonus he is paid for so doing 
is offset by the saving to the contractor in time and over 
heads by his man’s extra effort. Bonus pays for itself 
or should.” 

“And overheads and profits is what it says?” 

“Yes, the figure obviously varies from job to job and 
firm to firm. It is quite impossible for a quantity surveyor 
to know what any contractor allows for overheads and 
profit at anytime. This is the contractor’s business.” 

“But how do you allow for overheads and profit when 
you are pricing a new item in the final account?” 

“I add what I think is a reasonable figure. If it is too 
high the contractor’s surveyor would be a fool to dispute it 
if it is too low he probably hasn’t the face to tell me so 
So he just nods—and when a contractor’s surveyor just nods 
you press on.” 

“Where does the contractor allow for overheads 
profits?” 

“Usually in each rate, although I believe some estimators 
price net and after consultation with the chief estimator or 
director responsible add overheads and profits to the total 
figure.” 

“And on-costs?” 

“Probably in each rate also, although the contractor is 
normally given the opportunity to add these, if he so desires 
at the end of the bill. On-costs are in direct proportion to 
the hourly rate for labour, however (something like 12 per 
cent-13 per cent), and it is probably simpler to add them to 
the labour rates in each price. The estimator builds up 
a price something like this:” See table > 

“And the estimator does a calculation like this for every 
item he prices in the bill?” 

“No, for the more common items he would probably 
have standard rates which he alters only for wages and 
materials variations.” 

“But if the standard rate includes a standard allowance 
for overheads and profit this rate will have to be revised for 
use at a time of very keen tendering.” 

“The contractor may do this or he may price at standard 
rates and at the end of the tender apply what we call! the 
‘Directors cut’—the straight reduction of a tender by a 
round sum.” 

“How is this applied?” 


and 
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“In various ways. If the tender comes out to £102,100 
and the contractor decides to reduce this by £2,100 he merely 
writes the figure of £100,000 on his tender form. Now if 
the bill has not to be returned with the tender he has a few 
days—if he wishes to do so—in which to reduce the figure 
in the bill. He may reduce each price by a percentage, he 
may reduce a few individual rates, he may reduce or delete 
profit and attendance allowances against P.C. Sums, he 
may, if on-costs have been added at the end of the bill, 
adjust them. When ‘the bill must be returned at the same 
time as the tender it is usually left to the quantity surveyor 
to adjust the bill, in conjunction with the contractor, if he 
is successiul. ‘The contractor, of course, is reluctant to put 
in any more time on a tender than he must because he 
knows that his chances of being successful are only about 
one inten. If the contractor wishes to withdraw his tender 
he may do so at any time before the client writes to him 
to accept it. Does Denise ever play this game?” 

“No, and I don’t think she ever will. Can't stand ankle 
socks.” 

“Funny thing happened tonight. As soon as I got home 
Maria pestered me to tell her what in flagrante delicto 
means. She heard me telling Mary that thing about 
Brighton beach.” 

“What did you say?” 

“| muttered something about a farmer catching you 
pinching his apples but that was not accepted, so I told 
her I was in a hurry and to ask her Mother. Mary used 
to live at Brighton anyway. Why can’t I have kids like my 
neighbour’s. His daughter is nearly nine and still thinks 
she came out of a flower.” 

“What makes a good estimator John?” 

“A good knowledge of construction, quantities and 
general experience, I suppose. Contrary to what some of 
you architects think, he is not a person who relies solely on 
low cunning, although the other day I did hear of a piece 
of quick thinking. An estimator spotted an error in a 
bill of quantities—the area of 6in concrete bed was 
obviously inadequate, so he priced this item high and 
when the mistake was uncovered during the contract the 
quantity was corrected in the final account and the result 
to the contractor was a good profit. This kind of thing, I 
might add, is the exception rather than the rule—as I say 
estimators are not by nature wily.” 

“One other question. May the estimator add profit to 
work he sub-lets privately?” 

“Yes, just as he is given the opportunity to add profit 
and attendance to work covered by P.C. Sums. In addition 
of course, his private sub-contractor will probably allow 
him 24 per cent cash discount for payment of his bill 
within 30 days.” 

“No doubt the contractor is careful to return his tender 
in time.” 

“He can’t be too careful. Even a little thing like in- 
sufficient postage can result in his tender being one post 
late—and hence rejected. Unfair, I think, but the master 
and man attitude still dominates the building contract, you 
know. Oh blast, I'll take another. If only I knew what 
| was doing wrong.” 

“You're trying too hard John. Relax and enjoy it.” 

“Funny you should say that... No. I 
concentrate.”

HE building covers 34 acres and 


has a volume of 10,000,000 cu 
ft. It consists of a circular Inner 
Ring, nine storeys in height, surround- 
ing a central garden courtyard, 150ft in 
diameter, and ranged about by seven 
television Production Studios, their 
ancillary areas, and a wedge shaped 
multi-storey Control block. 

The studios are linked on their outer 
perimeter by an internal carriageway, 
or runway, 20ft wide and 18ft high; 
and along this properties and scenery 
will be conveyed to the studios. 

In the basement are 85 dressing- 
rooms for approximately 550 artists. 
These are placed in three groups 
under the Inner Ring and the three 
smaller studios. Each group is centred 
on a Lower Assembly Hall from 
which dual staircases lead up to Main 
Assembly Areas at ground floor level. 
Make-up and Hairdressing rooms are 
also provided in the basement, 
together with shower bath rooms and 
toilets. 

In the basement are, too, a lecture 
theatre, telephone exchange, storage 
areas, echo rooms, band practice 
rooms, locker rooms and ventilation 
plant areas. Beneath the basement 
floor is the Sft high services void 
which carries the network of air- 
conditioning trunking and other ser- 
vices. 
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The Telerecording Department is 
directly under the Central Garden 
Courtyard and consists of four main 
telerecording areas each 32ft square 
together with dark rooms, review room 
and other recording and workshop 
areas. 

The ground floor area surrounds 
the Central Courtyard which is laid 
out as a garden and will have a 
fountain as its focal point. The court 
yard, for pedestrians only, but allow 
ing fire fighting vehicles to enter in 
an emergency, will be paved in granite 
aggregate concrete slabs with a large 
circular grass plot surrounding the 
fountain bowl. The windows of the 
Main Entrance Hall and the Star 
Dressing rooms look onto the Court. 


Entrance 


The Main Entrance Hali is the 
control point for staff, artists and 
visitors. Approached via the Colon 
nade, it is two storeys high and may 
be used for televising the arrival of 
important persons. Opposite the 
entrance doors is a mural, 25ft by 14ft, 
designed in mosaic by John Piper, and 
a great window links the Hall with 
the Central Courtyard. 

Adjoining the Main Hall is the lift 
lobby in which a group of four 
passenger lifts will provide vertical 
circulation handling up to 800 persons 
in 30 minutes. Artists will proceed 
from the Hall, via escalators, to their 
dressing rooms in the Basement, or 
along a private corridor at ground 
level to the Star Dressing rooms. 

Fourteen Star Rooms with private 
bathrooms are provided round the 
Courtyard. In adjoining areas are 22 
dressing rooms for single occupants. 
Make-up rooms are provided to serve 
artists on this (ground floor) level, who 
proceed along private corridors to the 
Assembly Areas. 

The Studios are arranged in three 
groups. Each Studio group is served 
by an Artists’ Assembly Area where 
refreshment bar, green room, tele 
phones and lavatories are provided. 
Artists from both Basement and 
Ground Floor Dressing rooms con 
verge onto this point and are immedi 
ately under the control of Production

Management. Direct access from the 
Assembly areas into the Studios makes 
for simpler control and during refresh- 
ment breaks artists, who are on 
immediate call, can be served from the 
Assembly areas. 

The movement of artists is thus 
limited to one approach to the studios, 
leaving the other sides free for the 
movement of scenery properties and 
technical equipment. 

Public audiences will be admitted 
to the Studios for certain programmes 
and tiered demountable seating will 
be provided in each studio according 
to need. The public will be conducted 
around the Central Courtyard to 
audience entrances and then direct to 
Studios along wide corridors. These 
corridors are isolated from the dress- 
ing rooms and skirt the Assembly 
Areas, en route to the Studios. 

Between studios are storage areas 
for the housing of technical , equip- 
ment such as cameras and microphone 
booms; also for furniture and other 
properties when not needed on the 
studio floor. 

Local Make-up and Wardrobe 
rooms are provided adjoining each 
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Studio for quick-change, make-up, etc. 
Electrical, gas and water services are 
provided in each studio for use in 
productions, and these can be tapped 
off the ring main round the Studio 
walls. 

A lighting gallery surrounds each 
studio at high level, and from these 
supplementary lights and backcloths 
will be operated. Provision is also 
made for a cyclorama in each Studio. 

A Scenery Runway 20ft wide and 
18ft high, with a clear carriageway of 
14ft wide is provided on the outer 
periphery of Studios, along which 
properties and assembled scenes, made 
and built in the Scenery block, will be 
conveyed to the Studios. 

Opposite the Scenery block is the 
Main Goods entrance. Here all goods 
are received and despatched, including 
Technical Stores, Wardrobe and 
Music. Stores and goods are conveyed 
to the South Hall goods lifts for distri- 
bution to the upper and lower levels 
of the building. 

The South Hall, with its cantilevered 
staircase and goods and passenger 
lifts, forms a dividing feature in the 
ring of the multi-storey building. It 
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provides the point of vertical circula- 
tion for all service traffic. 

The whole first floor is devoted to 
Television Engineering. 


Control Room 


At 13ft 6in above Studio floor level 
there are the Studio Control Rooms. 
These, covering vision, sound and 
lighting, are provided within the ring, 
ranged along the end of each Studio 
and the control staff look down into 
the Studio through a window running 
along the full width. 

Behind each set of studio Control 
Rooms are small viewing rooms for 
conducted parties who are able to see 
the Control room at work. The 
Apparatus rooms, and attendant first 
aid repair workshops lie behind the 
control area with two small electric 
hoists to the maintenance workshops 
on the floor above. 

The space allocated for each suite 
of Studio Control Rooms meets the 
anticipated needs of equipment for 
colour television 

Between Studios at this level are the 
rooms that control the lighting of the 
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studios and will normally be un- 
attended. 

At this level is the main air intake 
for the air conditioning and ventila 
tion plant. It is arranged round the 
perimeter of the whole building above 
the Scenery Runway and, formed of 
pre-cast concrete units, it is a feature 
of the external wall to the building 

On the second floor, above the 
Control and Apparatus Rooms lie the 
Base Technical Maintenance work 
shops, test rooms and equipment 
stores. Here immediate repairs are 
carried out on television engineering 
equipment in well lighted workshops, 
ranged around the Central Courtyard 
Engineering offices complete the 
accommodation in the Inner Ring 

Also on this floor the Telecine 
Department is housed in the Central 
Wedge block, together with electrical 
and mechanical workshops. 

At this level two bridges connect 
across the ring road with the Scenery 
block to the south. 

The electrical sub-stations, instead 
of occupying valuable space at low 
level are ranged round the outer 
periphery over the main air intake 
above the Scenery Runway. Here the 
high voltage supplies from the Scenery 
Block power unit are transformed to 
suitable voltages for distribution 
within the main block. 


The Ring 

In the Ring of the multi-storey 
building two main departments 

occupy the third floor area, viz:- 
On the east side is the Music Depart- 
ment, with Music, Gramophone 
Libraries and Listening Cubicles. On 
The lighting grid, cyclorama rail top left the west side is the Wardrobe Depart 
ment, where costumes used in television 
roductions are delivered for sorting, 
B.B.C., T.V., CENTRE labelling, repair and, in the email bus 
fully equipped laundry, some costumes 
are washed and ironed, Here also, 
wigs and make-up are stocked and 
issued, Offices occupy the remainder 

of this floor space. 

In the Control block are the Central 
Control Apparatus and Quality Check 
Rooms where the television signals 
from the Studios are finally checked 
for quality and passed on to the B.B.C 
transmitters. Here too will be the 
Standards Conversion Unit which will 
be used for the interpretation of 
British and Overseas transmission 
signals. 

The fourth floor of the Ring is 
almost entirely devoted to offices. On 
the west side, however, is the B.B.C. 
recreational Club, with bar, games 
room, lounges and a roof garden laid 
out on the roof over Studio No. 6. 

The fourth floor of the Control 
Block area is the Central Control of 
programmes, including a Continental 
Control. This includes the two Pre- 
sentation Studios, Announcers’ Dress 
ing Room, Control and Apparatus 
Room, Offices, etc. Scenery, etc., for 
use in these Studios is brought up via 
the goods lifts in the South Hall. 

The fifth floor is used entirely for 
administration office use, On the roof

to allow for open-air television interviews 
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of the Central Control Block facilities 
are provided for outdoor filming. 

On the sixth floor will be the senior 
direction suite consisting of Offices, 
Conference Rooms, Main Reception 
Room, Retiring Rooms and Kitchen. 

Further offices are provided on the 
seventh floor. Arrangements are made 
here for staff to sit out on the “decks” 
formed over the three office wing 
roofs. 

The eighth floor is devoted entirely 
to the housing of water-storage tanks 
and three assemblies of cooling plant 
serving refrigeration machines in the 
basement. The main lift house over 
the main entrance is also at this level, 
enveloped in a circular glass enclosure. 

External facing materials, based 
generally on cavity brickwork, are 
selected to provide maintenance-free 
finishes. The outside of the building 
representing the large mass of studios 
and scenery runway are clad in facing 
brick. Facings on the Central Court- 
yard and the entrance Colonnade are 
treated with smoother materials such 
as glass, mosaic and faience, introduc- 
ing colour and change of texture for 
the more intimate parts of the build 
ing. 
The external elevation of the Inner 
Ring is clad in Leicestershire buff 
coloured wire cut bricks built in 12in 
cavity wall panels. The three wing 
blocks projecting from the Ring, and 
the south elevation of the Central 
Wedge block, are faced with patterned 
blue faience. 

On the internal elevation of the 
Inner Ring facing the Courtyard, the 
exposed columns are mosaic covered, 
while the brickwork panels between 
the columns and beneath the windows 
are faced in pale grey faience. 

At first floor level, where the only 
openings in the wall are small hori- 
zontal windows lighting a communica- 
tion corridor within the Studio control 
area, is a deep band of grey/green 
mosaic, overlaid by a line pattern of 
scarlet. The upper portion of this 
band continues round the courtyard 
over the window of the Main Entrance 
Hall and over the Colonnade, broken 
only by the projecting South Hall 
staircase window. Mosaic has also 
been used for the side cheeks of this 
window. 


The Colonnade 


On the northern elevation of the 
Colonnade, facing Wood Lane, the 
treatment is in coloured sheets of ply- 
glass, and the same material has been 
used to mask the brickwork fire breaks 
on the Inner Ring elevations. The 
columns and the soffities of the Colon- 
nade ceiling are also covered in 
mosaic. 

Tank rooms at eighth floor level are 
of reinforced concrete faced with two 
shades of grey mineralite, whilst the 
pierced screens which form the air 
intake to the refrigeration cooling 
plant are pre-cast ceramic units. 

The lift house and attendant plant 
rooms are enveloped in a circular wall 
of glass.

Roofing throughout is asphalte on 
foamed concrete and covered with 
asbestos tiles. The roof over the 
Central Wedge which will be used for 
film work is to be dead flat, finished 
in a waterbound cement asphalte com- 
pound, trowelled smooth. Windows 
are in galvanized steel with the main 
curved horizontal cill members in cast 
iron. Elsewhere, cills are galvanized 
sheet steel. 

The whole building is covered by a 
general fire alarm signal system, and 
emergency lighting is provided on all 
escape staircases and routes. These 
items have been devised and planned 
by the B.B.C.’s Engineering Division. 

The Scenery Block, completed by 
stages in 1953-54, was the first stage 
of the development. It covers one 
acre of the site and is a steel-framed

It houses the Television 
Design Department, where scenery for 
television productions is devised and 
made. The scenery is assembled in 
a setting space; a wide, 26ft high 
workshop which extends along the 
whole northern frontage of the build- 
ing. Carpentry and plaster shops 
adjoin and there is a vast storage area 
for scenery and properties in the base- 
ment. A 65ft high Scenic Artists’ 
Studio is provided for painting of up 
to 70ft x 30ft scenic backcloths. The 
artists work on an intermediate plat- 
form some 25ft above the basement 
floor of the studio, and the screens 
are moved electrically up or down 
from a central console. 

The basement contains the Boiler 
House and the Main Electrical Intake 
Sub-station, both sufficient to serve 
the entire development, including the 
future Spur. 

On the ground and upper floors of 
the building some 200 offices are 
provided. 

On the south-east corner of the site 
and adjoining the Scenery Block, the 
East Block will be built to complete 
the present phase in the development 
of Television Centre. 

This building will provide accom- 
modation for the service requirements 
of the Television Centre, a topical 
Film Unit and offices. 

The restaurant building was con- 
structed between 1954 and 1955, and 
when completed in carcase only, was 
used for rehearsals. Three floors have 
now been completed as a restaurant 
to serve 500 diners at a sitting. The 
kitchen, on lower ground floor level, 
serves two main cafeterias, balcony 
restaurant, coffee bars and dining 
rooms, on the upper floors. The 
kitchen is artificially ventilated and 
linked by a tunnel to the Main Block, 
where food trolleys can carry supplies 
to small cafés in the Main Block. 

At first floor level there is the main 
self-service cafeteria, the south wall 
of which is fully glazed with a 
prospect onto a private garden and 
beyond this to the L.C.C. park. 
Above, at mezzanine level, a waitress- 
service restaurant looks down over the 
first floor area. Connecting the 
Restaurant Block to the Main Block 
is a two-storey bridge, giving a walk- 
way into the restaurant building at 
the lower level, and a Senior Staff 
Coffee Lounge at the upper level, and 
leading into the Senior Staff Dining 
Room. Special features’ bar, coffee 
lounge and cafeteria on the top- 
most floor, will aulimately complete 
the restaurant accommodation pro- 
vided. At ground floor level a Rest 
Room will be provided, leading from 
the Main Entrance Hall and giving 
onto a terrace facing the private 
Restaurant Block garden. 

The final development of the site, 
to provide more office accommoda- 
tion and further operational areas, 
will be in the form of a Spur-shaped 
block. Though this a vital part of the 
architectural conception of the scheme 
it is now in outline only, and has yet 
to be planned in detail.

HIS studio is 140ft x 100ft with an 
effective clear height of 40ft, and 
is divisible into two separate indepen- 
dent studios, each being usable at the 
same time. The division is by means 
of two independent soundproof single- 
leaf doors, 80ft wide, 35ft deep and 
weighing 2Ston each, raised bodily into 
roof space to give 30ft high clear 
opening. 

Many difficult problems have been 
successfully overcome in the designing 
and building of this very large studio. 
Messrs. Farms & Partners, the archi- 
tects, had to plan the building to form 
an integral unit with the studios, scene 
stores, offices and dressing rooms, 
which they had already built for 
Associated-Rediffusion on the site, and 
yet not interfere with the running of 
the existing buildings during the 
construction 

The consulting engineers, Messrs. 
Andrews, Kent & Stone, had to solve 
difficult structural problems in the 
support of the huge lifting partitions 
and their housing above roof. level. 
The general contractors, Messrs. Bovis 


Limited, had to organize the execution 
of a complex building to be completed 
in various stages with a very short 
contract time, in a confined space, and 
yet maintain a high standard of work- 
manship. Many of the specialist sub- 
contractors also had unusual problems 
to overcome. Good team work and 
enthusiasm by all concerned has 
brought the contract to a successful 
conclusion. 

The new buildings are linked to the 
existing by a new entrance hall with 
a new central canteen and kitchens 
serving 200 people. Above are 
additional dressing rooms and offices 
planned on a unit principle for full 
flexibility so that they can be divided 
into single or double rooms as 
required. Another storey can be built 
above. 

Beyond this building is the two- 
storey control block flanking the long 
side of the new studio and shielding 
it from traffic noise. The suites of 
sound, vision and lighting control 
rooms for each half of the studio work 
separately or together and are planned 
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View from beneath the dividing partitions. The studio floor; 
cyclorama rail and electric powered lighting battens 
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at first floor level overlooking the 
studio floor. Beneath, approached 
from the studio floor, are make-up, 
quick-change and camera rooms. 
Studio audiences of 500 can be 
accommodated. 

The buildings are steel framed, with 
heavy brick walls to the studio to cut 
out noise and light glazed curtain and 
panel walls elsewhere as a contrast 
The 15ft high roof space between the 
100ft span main steel N roof girders 
is used for walkways serving the 
lighting grid 40ft above the floor. 
There is a most impressive view of 
the vast size of the studio from these 
airy bridges. The huge ventilating 
ducts run above in the upper heights 
of the roof space with long adjustable 
nozzle drops pushing fresh air down to 
the studio floor. Other ducts extract 
the used warm air from high level. 
Tremendous heat is generated by the 
lighting and 6-5 air changes per hour 
are provided in the studio. Cooling 
is also a problem in the technical 
rooms where, in addition to the normal 
air filtering, specially filtered air is 
required to certain delicate electrical 
equipment. Thirty-five air changes 
per hour have to be provided in the 
dimmer room. Separate ventilating 
plants for each half of the studio and 
another for the conirol room are 
housed in multi-storey planthouses 
at each end of the studio. 

To prevent sound passing between, 
both halves of the studio have been 
built entirely independently upon 
separate foundations with a gap 
between the structures at all points 
right up to the partition housing 
superstructure 75ft above ground. 
The studios are also entirely separate 
from the planthouses to prevent 
vibration. The studios and control 
rooms have been treated acoustically 
to achieve the required high quality 
of sound correction. 

After thorough investigation of all 
types of removable partition, lifting 
in one leaf was chosen because sound- 
proofing seals at the bottom and sides 
were easier with this method. The 
doors are unusual because of the huge 
size and high level of sound reduction 
demanded, 68dB, which has been 
achieved. Great care had to be taken 
to prevent sound passing through the 
structure adjoining and spoiling the 
effect of the elaborate precautions on 
the doors themselves. 

In particular, the design of the 
studio floor at this point needed very 
careful study. The whole vast floor 
had to be level to tolerances not 
normally met with in a building con- 
tract, requiring specially-designed pegs 
for setting out. No normal shrinkage 
or movement cracks are permissible, 
otherwise cameras will be jolted, yet 
the floor is calculated to vary in in 
length with maximum temperature 
fluctuations. The two halves of the 
studio floor must not touch when the 
floor expands yet the space between 
when the partitions are open and the 
floor happens to be contracted must 
not jar the camera. Two lengths of 
special steel comb joints overcome this.

The first subject is a well-worn one which might be 
thought to have become so familiar that no new light could 
be shed on it. Troubles are still occurring, however, due 
presumably either to new users not making a study of 
specification requirements or having confused materials and 
effects. The Digest points out that National Building 
Studies Bulletin No. 10 (also obtainable from H.M 
Stationery Office) is a “comprehensive guide to the design, 
application, performance and repair of external renderings”. 
It also says that a Code of Practice is in course of 
publication. 

There are six main types of external finish: —{1) Pebble- 
dash or Dry Dash; (2) Roughcast, Wet-dash or Harling ; 
(3) Scraped finish ; (4) Textured finish ; (5) Smooth (floated) 
finish and (6) Machine-applied finish. Of these, smooth 
finishes are most likely to show blemishes and to fail: 
trowel marks are visible and over-trowelling is a cause of 
crazing, but for paint finishes a smooth surface is necessary, 
as distinct from colour washing suitable for roughcast. 
Atmospheric dirt is caught more by the rough finishes— 
although it may not show on _ pebble-dash—while rain 
streaks are more obvious on the smoother finishes such as 
scraped and textured. A little more thought about detail- 
ing the ends of window sills and copings would reduce 
this effect. Where self-coloured finishes are used, a lime 
bloom often appears, causing patchiness of the general 
colour when light colours are less affected. The bloom 
disappears in time. 

Failures in renderings are nearly always due to moisture

penetration. Some moisture is certain to pass through the 
surface but unless it can get away again, damage will 
result. The first coat on the backing should be as rich in 
Portland cement as the backing will accept, ie. a soft 
block will only hold a soft render coat, while a hard 
common brick will accept a hard cement-rich coat. The 
Digest says that a spatter-dash coat is quite sufficient for 
this purpose, as the first of three coats. In exposed situa- 
tions pebble-dash and roughcast shed rain water quickly. 
Textured and scraped finishes are also usually satisfactory. 
Protection by wide overhang of eaves is desirable and the 
backs of parapets must be fully protected and be built of 
bricks of low sulphate content and good frost resistance. 

Mixes recommended for strong, moderate strength and 
weak backgrounds are listed for undercoats and finish coats. 

There is also a note on the use of proprietary mixes and 
plasticizers. Masonry cements need only the addition of 
sand to give mixes equivalent to those listed which include 
lime, the manufacturers giving the proportions to be added 
in their own literature. The B.R.S. later sent out a circular 
(February 12, 1960) as there was some doubt as to how 
much sand should be added to masonry cements. The 
B.R.S. recommend that in each case the manufacturers 
should be asked to confirm that the sand additions will 
give equivalent mixes to those listed in the Digest. As to 
plasticizers, some recipients of the Digest read the B.R.S 
remarks as applying also to internal rendering and plaster- 
ing. The B.R'S. stress that the remarks in the Digest give 
their views only as to external rendering: these are that 
trials so far of mixes incorporating plasticizers have not all 
been satisfactory, resistance to rain penetration being poor 
and some crazing has occurred. The Digest also notes 
that proprietary waterproofers for renderings are available 
but the first requirement is that the rendering must not 
craze or crack: merely to waterproof a mix will be no 
help at all if either takes place. 

Condensation in Dwellings (Digest No. 132) is becoming 
more troublesome and, as a cause of complaint, has taken 
first place over rain penetration and rising damp. Higher 
indoor temperatures, carrying higher humidity, together 
with reduced ventilation by flues, is resulting in more 
condensation on cooler surfaces. Oil and gas heaters 
produce much more water vapour than coal fires do, to 
aggravate the result of reduced flue ventilation. Every 
pint of oil burnt produces one pint of water. 

Solid floors with no surface insulation show condensa- 
tion first. While clothes washing and cooking are kitchen 
activities, the air there, being at a high temperature, carries 
much moisture and on drifting into adjoining cooler rooms, 
releases the moisture on the coldest surfaces, of which the 
floor is the largest. 

Background heating, sufficient to keep indoor temperature 
slightly above outdoor temperature, should be sufficient to 
prevent condensation, but this may be more expensive than 
can be borne. Thermal insulation to U=0-30 at least is 
desirable. Of particular value is an inner skin of light- 
weight blocks. There is reference to the use of lightweight 
plaster, expanded polystyrene board lining (or fibreboard) 
or other high-efficiency insulators as being valuable wall 
finishes. Wood or cork on solid floors are advised but, 
with the latter at least, a damp-proof membrane is needed. 
Flat roofs, of concrete or wood, may need insulation board 
lining. Cold water pipes may require to be wrapped but 
hot pipes running alongside may warm them sufficiently. 

Condensation may occur within the structure. The 
water vapour may pass through the interior skin without 
depositing moisture but on the internal temperature 
dropping, the moisture may return to the surface and show 
as condensation. Vapour barriers are needed to prevent 
this happening, either as felt, foil, polythene or impregnated 
paper (all joints well sealed), behind the wall or ceiling 
finish.

This appears to be the first large-scale, convincing cam- 
paign to make full use of recent plastics development and 
apply it to common grade cavity wall construction at an 
attractive price. It seems to be possible to improve the 
insulation value of cavity brickwork from a dubious 
0-30 B.Th.U. to 0-01! While some architects are already 
making use of loose fill and mat in the wall cavity there 
are doubts and difficulties with some of these that deter 
the more conservative from their use. Loose fill might 
pack down and draw up moisture while mats have to be 
fitted round the wall ties, leaving dangerous paths for 
moisture. Thermalon offer a plastic foam fill which 
can be used on old and new houses. This foam is claimed 
to be inert so will not corrode away the wall ties, it is 
waterproof so cannot pack down in the cavity and is 
cellular, so that there cannot be capillarity. 

The method of application to walls is to drill in holes 
at 36in centres and pump the foam into the cavity. Before 
this is done all ducts through the wall are checked to see 
that there is no leak to the cavity as there so often is. 
This is particularly important where suspended wood 
ground floors are existing. The spread of foam from the 
point of injection is limited, hence the number of points 
required, but on the other hand it has the advantage that 
the foam cannot flow to unwanted parts. 

The system can also be applied to ceiling joists and roof 
slopes, so giving complete enclosure. Some additional pre- 
cautions are necessary to prevent conduit and pipe runs 
being smothered up.

The classification means that flame did not 
penetrate within one hour and that there was no spread of 
flame. 

In the same information bulletin there is another 
reference to roof insulation as required by the Thermal 
Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act. The case was an 
existing corrugated sheeted roof, to which was added on 
top lin fibreglass and asbestos cement corrugated sheeting.
